Rescue work is becoming a ghastly 
and nerve-racking task. The muti- 
lated bodies of the townspeople ex- 
tricated from ruins are being 
laid along the road which ence led 
to the railway station. Seme of the | 
bodies are unrecognizable and fre- 
quently are claimed as bodies of rela- 
tions by different persons. 

During the. night the Work of res-

NEWSPAPER'S HISTORY. 

The Chronicle was founced by the 
brothers, Charlies and M. H. de Young 
on January 16, 1866. It first appeared 
under the title of the Dramatic Chron- 
icle, and was freely distributed in the- 
aters and public resorts, but from its 
very inéeption it war a newspaper, a 
large proportion of its space being de- 
voted to news and comment, some of 
the latter being contributed by such 
men as Mark Twain and Bret Harte. 

Many successful newspaper men 
first learned the business in the Chron- 
icle editorial rooma, a few of whom 
were William Laffen of the New 
York Sun, Ned Townsend (Jimmy 
Fadden,) Charlies Warren Stoddard. 
Harry Dam, Will Irwin and numerous 
other great writers. 

Its progress toward popularity was 
extremely rapid. After several enlarge- 
ments from the olginal form, pages 
the size of a house bill. on September 
1, 1868, the prefix “Dramatic” was 
dropped, and the Chronicle appeared 
as a full-fledged dally. 

EARLY TRIUMPH. 


The brothers De Young shouldered 
the early burdens together until 18890. 
In 1880 Charlies de Young died, and 
the entire conduct of the paper de- 
volved upon M. H. de Young, who for 
thirty-five years haz shaped its desti- 
nies alone. 

Mr. De Young was for twenty-six 
years a director of the Associated 
Press. and has taken a leading part 
in public affairs. He was vice-presi- 
dent of the Columbian World's Fair 
National Commission, president of 
the National Commission of the Paris 
Exposition itn 1900, and during the 
period of depression in 1893 he sug- 
gested the holding of the Midwinter 
Exposition tn San Francisco. He was 
elected president and director-general) 
and under his guiding hand it was a 
great success.

PROBLEM FOR STATE. 

Te me received here yesterday 
stated that the Legislature's joint com- 
mittee .on revenue end taxation at 
Sacramento called representatives of 
all street railway comparies im the 
State before them in the afternoon, to 
get a report on the action of the “jit- 
ney” busses in cutting down the - 
inge of the corporations, and the con- 
sequent lowering of taxes to be paid 
the State. 

Tt i estimated that the loss to the 
State in revenue, caused by bus com- 
petition, will exceed $160,000. 

Tt is declared members of the Tax- 
ation Committee are worried, as the 
State already faces a deficit and has 
raised taxation on public utilities to 
cover it. 

Prophecies that the privately-owned 
street railroads of the State wil! have 
to retire from business unless the gov- 
ernment regulates the “jitney” bus 
and calls a halt in the 
rate on the railways, were made be- 
fore the committee by G. K. Weeks, 
president of the San Francisco and 
Terminal Ratiways. Mr. 
Weeks ic a member of the firm of N. 
W. & Co, the bond buying 
concern. and was put in charge of the 
corporation by thal company. 

“With the State tax of 4.6 per cent. 
and municipel franchise tax of 2 per 
cent. on gross earnings, paving and 
lighting costs, the total tax on gross 
earnings of the ‘rafiways i now 12 
per cent.” he said.

USTRALIA’S LITERACY TEST. 

While our own immigrant literacy test 
is under such warm discussion it may be 
interesting to recall that the continent of 
Australia likewise possesses a literacy test 
which is, howéver, used purely for orna- 
mental purposes. It is only enforced in 
special cases when there is some other 
very good reason why an immigrant should 
not be admitted. 

There was the recent case of a lady 'suf- 
fering from an unmentionable disease. Aus- 
tralia had no intention of admitting her, al- 
though she was a British subject, but in 
order to spare her feelings they gave her an 
impossible literacy test—a little translation 
in Greek tambics. It was a courteous little 
Grama which the victim perfectly under- 
stood and acquiesced in. But ynfortunately 
Australia, too, has her and an 
intense Socialist jumped into the fray and 
brought the case to court, when the whole 
matter had perforce to be made public. 

In such instances the literacy test can 
be a merciful dispensation, and if we could 
bave an assurance that our own would be 
used with similar discrimination it would 
prove a useful weapon. Our present meth- 
ods of discarding the unfit are frankly brutal.

An tronical British commentator reduces 
the quaint process of German logic in this 
high-handed proceeding to these terms:

Shakespeare is not great because he was 
English, of course. Some might even go so 
far,as to say he was great in spite of being 
English. Nor would he have been any 
greater had he been born a German. In- 
stead of either nation’s clamoring forth 
praises of its own illustrious and “cultured” 
dead, both should rather be seeking with 
deep humility to avoid dishonoring their 
respective heritages. 

War, for all its immensity and awfulness, 
has the knack of bringing to the surface 
every mean and petty national characteris- 
tic that exists, because it appeals to the 
base instinct of race antagonism. This 
seems strange when it brings out in the 


individual sufferer his noblest and most 
spiritual qualities, so that wounded antag- 
onists on the deserted field of battle show 
the kindness of brothers to one another in 
the face of death. 


VALUE OF CONSERVATISM. 
“It le a fact,” said Thomas Reed, 
the greatest parliamentarian and running 
debater who ever sdrved this nation, “that 
conservatism halts ali truth for discussion, 
but it equally halite ali untruth. The truth 
survives, the untruth perishes. Men have 
but little capacity for the recognition of 
truth at first sight, and of a hundred things 
which seem plausible, it is fortunate if one 
be true. Hence it ig well that all things 
should be heid at arm's length and stand 
the scrutiny of our prejudices and inter- 
ests, of our religion and our skepticiem.” 
Like a voice from beyond comes this 
deeply philosophical and timely observation 
in the just-published biography of Mr. Reed 
by Congressman Samuel W. McCall. 
The effort of an intelligent government 
is. not to deliberately provide the greatest 
good for the greatest number, as Jeremy 
Bentham postulated, but to provide the 
greatest good for everybody; and it is usual- 
ly more difficult to remedy the mistakes of 
impetuous legislation than to endure those 
evils they were intended to relieve. Con- 
servatism imposes deliberation and cau- 
tion—it holds at arm's length and scruti- 
nizes new proposals; it gives them a med- 
ical examination, uses the stethoscope and 
Wasserman test, and finds out the capabili- 
ties as well as the intentions. 
No business institution hastily changes 
its policies and rules at the suggestion or 
upon the insistence of meddiesome and ir- 
responsible parties. A business so guided 
would not survive long enough to pay its 
cash girls a month's wage. Successful bust- 
ness men are famously conservative; when 
they venture it is through the impulse of 
judgment supplemented by the advice of ex- 
perts whom they recognize. 
' But lo! the tendency these days, as mani- 
fest in the efforts of a large number of peo- 
ple who are not responsible and who are 
meddliesome, is to remodel the government 
as the thrifty housewife remodels a dress. 
And consider the proposals they bring for- 
ward and have brought forward—out of a 
hundred things that seem plausible it is 
fortunate if one be true, if one be worthy 
of acceptance. And those men and those 
newspapers that are skeptical, cautious and 
have haited all rather than accept ninety- 
nine injudicious propositions are called 
“conservative” in the same tone that one 
usually says “stupid.” 
A democratic government, such as our 
own, must necessarily be established on a

likely to be fanatics and, knowing their own 
intentiong are honest, have the bigot’s 
bumptiousness which causes the conceited 
belief that all who oppose them are dishon- 
est. Fanatics are honest, but from Torque 
mada to the virtuous lobbyists now paddling 
down the corridors at the Sacramento Cap- 
itol they have lacked judgment. The re 
formers seek political panacea as Ponce de 
Leon sought the fountain of youth—and 
Ponce de Leon wrecked his health, as they 
are likely to distress the government, by 
plunging into every mudhole he could find 
in Piorida. 

What the country needs is less plunging 
into mudholes in the hope of finding the 
elixir of politics. What we need is more 
analyzing of proposals. Intentions are 
worthless unless effective. We need more 
men and women and newspapers scrutiniz- 
ing at arm's length the effectiveness of the 
legislation offered us and garnished with 
hope, intentions and promises. Any truths 
that may be found will be gladly accepted 
and heartily championed. But to discover 
those truths we must have more conserva- 
tism as defined by Tom Reed.

This single and sudden order for six mil- 
lion kegs has necessitated abnormal activity 
by the horseshoe makers. These orders 
came from a single firm in London, and the

The order is said to represent a cash in- 
vestment of $25,000,000 by the purchaser, 
and the profit to the manufacturers is al- 
leged to be unusually attractive. 

In contradiction to the statement that the 
war is injuriously affecting the income of 
railroads in this country it is announced 
that the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad has 
let contracts to the Cambria Steel Company 
and the Mount Vernon Car Manufacturing 
Company for 1000 box cars and 1000 steel 
hopper cars and have secured options for 
2000 additional cars and 25,000 tons of rail. 

The shoe manufacturers of New York and 
New England have made and are making 
twenty million pairs of shoes for the allies, 
and the clothing manufacturers in November 
and December shipped seven million over- 
coats for the soldiers of the allied forces.

Reserve Banking System a Failure. 
LOS ANGELES, Jan. 14.—{To the

it in charge at Washington, | 
attention to the fact that in ite com- 
pleted form it was merely an exouse 
for handing out « couple of hundred 
high-class appointments, with enor- 
mous salaries, to no good purpose. 
The results up to the present tim 
fully confirm my prediction, that no 
bank in good standing woyjd borrow 
money of these institutions as long as 
they were asking more interest for 
their loans than was the going rate 
of interest paid by savings banks. 
The last statement of the Federal 
reserve banks shows that through this 
law they have forced the 
banks to pay into their vaults 
aver $267,000,000, and this vast sum 
hae been secured through a threat 
given the national banks that if they 
did not enter into this form of con- 
fieeation their charter would be af- 
fected. I called attention to the fact 
that this feature of the law was un- 
constitutional, becatse it practically 
was a seizure of property without due 


recom pense. 

In this instance, in addition to it 
being en unlawful of private 
funds, it will soon be demonstrated 
that in addition to the loss of the use 
of thie money they will have to pay 
an additional sum to cover the ex- 


penses connected with the adniinistra- 


tion of these reserve banks. 

On January §& the reserve banks 
only had loaned $9,876,000. and the 
interest on that amount will not even 
pay the salaries of the men connected 
with the banks. let alone the addi- 
tional costs, which would neturally 
be occasioned through the necessity 
of having offices, bank fixtures and 
vaults. 

The national bankers, who have ex- 
pressed themecives as satisfied with 
the results of this new banking law, 
are of the same class as Mr. Mellen 
of the New Haven, who was the firet 
railroad man of any prominence that 
appeared to think the encroachments 
of power in the Interstate Commerce 
Commission would be a good thing 
for the raliroads. The last few years 
have demonstrated that his judgment 
was not very good on a good many 
things. 

Now these Federal reserve boards 
have this enormous fund in their pos- 
session, and when they find that they 
cannot make their banks pay they wil! 
induce Congress to change the law so 
that some form of preference will be 
given them over that of the national 
banks, and, being a governmenta! in- 
stitution, neress will naturally be 
disposed to increase their power until 
this governmental board will prac- 
tieally run the national banks, and 
the officers of the national banks will 
be allowed to sign the papers, pay 
any losses that occur and go to the 
penitentiary, in cage the: fall to obey 
their masters in using their own 
fupds, and the reserve board will see 
to it that they don't make much 
money, 

The Federal reserve banking sys- 
tem is but a ridiculous Democratic at- 
tempt to interfere with business men 
and make them subservient to na-

AN ANIMAL PAWNSHOP. 
Piace in New York Where You Can 
Obtain Loans on Any Kind of Ani- 


{Indianapolis News:] Amid 
curious industries or sources of liveli- 
hood in New York City is an animal 
pawnshop. As you take a watch to 
an ordinary pawnshop to raise money 
on it, so you May take a watchdog 
to the animal pawnshop. Recently a 
man did this, getting § on a dog 
that was easily worth $50, the pawn- 
broker said. But he was a trick dog 
which had been taught to open doors. 
So in due time he opened a door and 
let himeelf out, while letting the 
pawnbroker in. D. Potter, who is 
the trainer for the New York Hippo- 
drome, owns the shop. takes 
camels, lions, elephants—any animals. 
There are no charges for intefest on 
the loan, the only charge being for 
the keep of the animals, among which 
at almost any time are dogs, monkeys, 
bears, goats, cats, coons, foxes, par- 
rots, canaries. At one time he had 
forty triek donkeys in pawn. The 
profits arising from the charges for 
feed and care are enough to make. the 
institution pay. Once he had a lion 
in pawn which broke his chain in the 
stable and went roaring around try- 
ing to get out. The employees were 
nearly scared to death and it Was 
only after heroic efforts that they 
mustered courage to capture him. ry 
a matter of fact the animal was a 
decrepit beast that had served his 
time in sideshows and was as anxious 
to get away from his captors as they 
were to get away from hin. The 
proprietor trains animals of all kinds 
and deals in them, so his line of pawn- 
shops for them is a part of his other 
business and he has thus come to 
have perhaps the only pawnshop of 
the kind in the world.

The tablet. which was unearthed in 
the land of Sumer, province of Baby- 
lon, Southern Asia, was looked upon 
as so much junk by the university 
students for many months after its 
arrival here. Then Prof. Stephen 
Langdon of Jesus College, Oxford, 
was called In. He made two trips to 
America to study the tablet before he 
succeeded in translating the Su- 
merian m 

At last he announced that it placed | 
responsibility for the crimes attrib- 
uted to Eve upon Noah, who is re- 
ferred to as Tagtug in this account 
of bis doings. The cassia herb, 
Nee was recognized by the Greeks 

possessing powerful medicinal 
A nm was believed to have pos- 
sessed also the ability to immortalize 
any human being who ate of it. The 
gods, not wishing to make an equal 
ef Noah, are shown by these tablets 
to have forbidden Noah to towen, the 
cassia tree. 

But the wiser builder of the ‘ork 
was too sorely tempted. He con- 
sumed the forbidden herb and was 
driven from the garden he had him- 
self planted following the deluge. 
And from that moment human ills 
are dated. 

Prof. Langdon telig the story of the 
tablet in these words: 

"The tablet, which contains a re- 
markable account of the early Sumer- 
lan theology concerning the origin of 
human culture, has been almost 
completely restored by the museum 
authorities, 

“Written in liturgical style, this 
composition deserves the rank of an 


epic, for it handles the most pro- 
found problem a concerns hu- 
manity. It begins by

“In this paradise dwelt mankind, 
whom Nintud, the creatress, with the 
help of Enlil, had created. 

“After the deluge this king is 
called Tagtug the Divine, a name 
which is most probably rendered in- 
to Semitic by Muhu (‘God's wrath ts 


appeased.’) 

“The Greek historians, too, pre- 
serve this legend in the story of 
Oannes, who rose from the Persian 
Gulf to teach men wisdom in prime- 
val times. And so, Tagtug, as in the 
Hebrew history of Noah, plants a 
garden, names the trees and plants 
and is permitted to eat of aad except 
the cassia tree, 

“The cassia, in Sumerian docu- 
ments, is the herb of healing par ex- 
cellence as well as in Semitic and 
Greek medicine. The legends in re- 
gard to it probably told of its being 
the plant which bestowed absolute 
immortality. Of this. plant Tagtug 
was not to eat, for thereby he would 
attain eternal life. 

“Mankind, until this time, pos- 
sessed extreme longevity, but not im- 
mortality. Tagtug. on his own ini- 
tiative, takes and eats. He is cursed 
by Ninud and becomes a prey to dis- 
ease and ordinary mortality. Thus, 
according to the original Sumerian 
story. Noah, the survivor of the flood, 
is the one who eats from the tree of 
life. No woman is concerned in this 
disobedience, which resuked In our

which has been o: ,xanized by the Ger- 
mans in one of the trenches north of 
Toul to relieve the monotony of the 
hours and days.

THROUGH BOND BUYING. 


MERCHANT in a small country 
town in New York State has a 
son who has been a whole lot of 

trouble. He is not a bad sort of a fel- 
low, but is haphazard and easy going. 
His father, who used to work for $2 
& week and his keep, in his early days, 
and who thinks a good day's work 
begins at 7:30 o'clock in the morning 
and ends at the same hour at night, is 
worried constantly because his son 
never could cultivate the habit of sav- 
ing money and never seemed to be 
able to get a decent idea of what 
money was for. The « reason, of 
course, lay in the fact that when the 
boy was born the family was in fairly 
prosperous circutnstances and when 
he grew to be old enough to spend 
money there was plenty of money to 
spend, and he did not have to do any 


| particular thinking about where the 


money came from. 

It was when the boy was about 14 
that his father began to try to teach 
higg something about money. By the 
time he was 16, he knew nothing at 
all about it, and his father had a kind 
of conviction in his mind that he never 
would have any sense in this matter. 
Apart from his happy thriftiessness, 
the boy was made of good stuff, hon- 
est, clean, etraightforward. It seemed 
te his father and his friends a very 
great pity that he lacked this one ele- 
ment which is such a powerful factor 
in the making er a real American 
character. 

About the time the boy was 17, the 
father began al! sorts of experiments 
to teach the habit of thrift. He 
started a savings bank account, which 
went all right for a few months, but 
which was neglected after then and 
became a bone of contention between 
the father and son. He took out a 
life insurance policy which was also 
all right aa far as it went, but it did 
not ge very far because it required only 
two annual payments. Whenever he 
got a good chance the father preached 
the habits of thrift in the old-fashioned 
way; Dut it was very evident that, with 
the best intention, he got little from 
the sermons. 

One recent experiment along this 
line in the education of the boy ts the 
subject of this article. The writer 
does not know whether fit will be a 
success or not, and puts it down mere- 
ly af a matter of record rather than 
ae an experiment to demonstrate any- 
thing. 

Tt came about through the visit of 
a bond salesman. This young man 
happened to be marooned in the town 
one winter for a day on account of a 
washed-out bridge on the railway line, 
and the merchant, who had done some 
business with him, ifvited him to «ome 
to the house. They talked shop tn the 
evening, the saleeman telling the mer- 
chant a lot of more or less intimate 
detaila of the bond business, and the 
boy became more and more interested. 
Amongst other things that the sales-

man mentioned was a little experi- 
ment that his hoveea was making sel)- 
ing quiet bonds on the instalment 
plan. At firat he dwelt upon the 
buying of bonds by business concerns 
as a sort of sinking fund. Then he 
came down to the buying of a single 
bond to be paid for $100 at a time at 
intervals convenieht to the buyer. 

An idea #struck the merchant. He 
sald nothing about it at the time, but 
drew the salesman on to tell about 
the classes of people who bought 
bonds in this way from his house, 
how they got along with it. and how 
it resulted to the buyer. The sales- 
man seemed perfectly willing to talk 
about his business, and went into 
elaborate details, telling how people 
had gotten into the habit of saving 
money to pay off their instalments 
and the pleasure they got out of com- 
pleting their payments and starting 
new circles of investment. The boy 
was evidentiy more and more inter- 
ested in these personal stories and 
himeelf got to asking a lot 
tions. 


The next day the father made a 
suggestion to the gon. He had figured 
out about how much spending money 
the young man had, and what he 
ought to be able to save out of it 
on a very conservative estimate. The 
suggestion was that he would himeeif 
pay $100 down on a bond for the 
boy's account, and that he would pay 
in addition $50 a month for as long 
as the boy would keep on saving a 
similar amount to be applied to the 
purchase of a bond. 

That wae two years ago., It is still 
carried on, the only differénce being 
that now the young man is himeeif 
paying $75 a month and his father is 
paying $25. According to accounts, 
the last thing in the world that this 
young man would think of stopping 
ie this monthly bend purchase. In 
many respects he is, according to his 
father, getting to be mean and par- 
simonious in the first couple of weeks 
every month until he sees that he is 
certain to have enough money to 
make his payments. 

Of course, this same result might 
have been accomplished in a dozen 
other ways; but the fact remains that 
it has been accomplished, so far, 
satisfactorily, by means of an inestal- 
ment bond purchase. The merchant, 
who is himeelf a good Investor, is de- 
lighted to have awakened in the 
young man an tinatinct for the ac- 
cumulation of property by the old- 
fashioned patient process of saving 
money end putting it to work con- 
servatively. The young man him- 
self realizes What he never realized 
before, that the mere habit of saving 
carries with it much more gatisfaction 
than the mere habit of epending. If 
the proposition works out as it now 
looks to be working out, it may era- 
dicate the one fundamental weakness 
in the young man's character and at 
the same time start him on the high 
road to wealth. At any rate the mer- 
chant considers the bond-buying 
habit the beet antidote, of which he

Electric Power. 


OUTHERN CALIFORNIA for 

many years was handicapped in com- 
petition in its industries with those of 
the East and foreign countries, most 
of all by lack of cheap material 
for producing power. There is 
scarcely any coal in the Great South- 
west, and its forests are scant com- 
pared with those of other parts of the 
world. It had other handicaps in the 
narrowness of its marke’ and in the 
smallness of its supply of capital. 

These handicaps are removed now, 
every one of them, and the city of Los 
Angeles and other cities throughout 
the Great Southwest are in the thick 
of the struggle of the modern world 
in industrial development. Capital is 
about as cheap here as at any point 
in the East, and the markets are 
broadening at home while the growth 
of commerce with the Orient and 
more notably with other portions of 
the world through the opening of the 
Panama Canal gives us the world for 
a market. The discovery of the great 
oil deposits and their development put 
the Great Southwest in the forefront 
of all parts of the world in the mat- 
ter of cheap fuel. 

But the modern power-producing 
force is electricity, and this will be- 
come more. emphatically so with each 
passing year. For anyone can see 
that coal deposits mugt become ex- 
hausted and the supply of fuel oil 
must give out sooner or later. Elec- 
tric power is developed from gravita- 
tion, a perpetual endowment of this 
earth on’ which we live. It comes 
mostly from falling water in the 
streams coming down from the moun- 
tains to the sea. This is a supply of 
power which can never be exhausted 
as long as the sun shines on the great 
surfaces of the oceans, causing evapo- 
ration, which, rising into the air, drifts 
over the land and is condensed again 
and precipitated in rain. This source 
of power is as permanent as the di- 
urnal revolution of the earth, and not 
only cannot give out, but cannot di- 
minish. 

The Great Southwest is particularly 
rich in this source of power. Los An- 
ays is coming to be a large center 
or manufacturing, and must become 
increasingly so. In five or, at most, 
in ten years, the population of the 
city must number a million, and this 
growth must depend largely on its 
manufacturing industries. 

The organizations engaged in the 
development of the electric power of 
the California streams expect before 
long to have 360,000 horse power 
of electric energy in working order in 
the city of Los Angeles. The cost of 
this will be, first and last, aboucx $14,- 
500,000. 

Some time ago the Pacific Light 
and Power Company engaged in the 
development of electricity m the Big 
Creek district in the Sierras, opera- 
tions expected to cost nearly $10,- 
000,000. This has an ultimate possi- 
bility of 107,000 horse power. 

The development of electric power 
is not only important to those en- 
gaged in manufacturing but, quite as 
much so to farmers. For years New 
Mexico was called a desert, and much 
of it remains so still. But a good deal 
of the country is being developed into 
good agricultural districts by the use 
of irrigation, the water being devel- 
oped by electric power. This has also 
been practiced in Southern California. 
In many places where the subterra- 
nean water does not rise in artesian 
flow to the surface it is brought up by 
pumps driven by electricity. 

The climate with which the Great 
Southwest is blessed and its geo- 
graphical position in the economic 
world point to this region as destined 
to be the most densely populated in 
the world. The amount of popula- 
tion it will sustain, both agriculturally 
and industrially, depends largely on 


Cotton Mill Here? — 


‘THE question whether Los Angeles 
is to have a cotton mill or not is an 
important one, and in our opinion 
ought to be answered in the affirma- 
tive. Let us look into the situation. 

The cotton production of the world 
amounts, in a bumper crop, to about 
17,000,000 bales, and in the present 
century has never fallen as low as 13,- 
000,000 bales. Of this supply the 
United States produces, in a bumper 
crop, something near 14,000,000 bales, 
and during the century has never fallen 
as low as 10,000,000 bales. The con- 
sumption of the world runs at from 
about 14,000,000 to about 15,500,000 
bales a year. The United States man- 
ufactures at home about a third of its 
own crop. 

The war has put a stop to free ex- 
ports of cotton from the United States, 
and this has caused the price to drop 
very disastrously for American produc- 
ers. Confining our inquiry to the pres- 
ent century, the lowest prices for cot- 
ton were in 1902,.when they reached a 
maximum of 9% cents a pound and a 
minimum of 8 3-16 cents. The high- 
est price prevailed im 1910, whena 
maximum of 19.75 cents was reached, 
with a minimum of 13.60 cents. The 
prices run usually at about 12 to 13 
cents a pound. These prices are at ex- 
port centers, and at the present time 
the cottoy crop is selling at 7 cents a 
pound to American growers. The 
loss is disastrous. 

To show how little of our own crop 
we manufacture, the following figures 
are appealed to: Great Britain has 
56,500,000 spindles in operation, the 
continent of Europe 42,000,000 spin- 
dies, the East Indies 6,250,000, and the 
United States barely surpasses 29,000,- 
000 spindles. The consumption in 
Great Britain amounts to about 3,775,- 
000 bales, the continent of Europe 
takes about 5,500,000 bales, India 
works up 1,500,000, and all the other 
countries of the world about 1,500,000 
bales, with the United States consum- 
ing only about 4,500,000 bales, mostly 
of its own crop. 

The exports of our cotton unmanu- 
factured, when they rise to 4,000,000,- 
000 pounds, return a little short of 
$600,000,000. This is for about two- 
thirds of the crop. 

A pound of cotton in the raw state 
sells for 12 or 13 cents in good years, 
and as low as from 7 to 9 cents in poor 
years, while a pound of cotton fabric 
will easily sell for ten times to a much 
larger percentage of increase over the 
raw material. Is there any reason 
why we should permit other nations to 
do so much of the working up of our 
raw material, and thus make so“much 
money out of us .

HERE is nothing hidebound about 
the American mind.

When William H. Taft was Presi- 
dent he established a tariff board 
which did useful work in preparing 
material for Congress to work upon.

V ISITORS to our impressive and 
sun-stabbed State agree that one 
of the most alluring recreations 
offered is building a bungalow. 

Next to golf and wife-abandonment 
it seems to be the most popular out- 
door pastime in Southern California. 

Between buying a bungalow and 
building one there is a difference. 
This difference is much akin to that 
between getting a ready-made suit of 
clothes and having one carved and 
assimilated to your frame. The 
hand-me-down regalia may fit as 
smoothly as the peel of an onion and 
be attractive in style ' 
and pattern, but 
there is not that 
sustained and pas- 
sionate interest as 
when the whole 
family goes down to 
help pick out the 
material, to watch 
the cutting and fit- 
ting and to decide | 
how many buttonholes and pockets the 


: suit shall have. 


The casual California bungalow 
has, indeed, as many pockets or com- 
partments as a suit of clothes. These 
in to hold shoes, 
waists, magazines, ice, talcum pow- 
der, bedding, plug hats, towels, violet 
water, shaving mugs and chicken 
feed. There are cup hangers and 
plate rails in the built-in buffet and 
there are pen trays and cocktail con- 
tainers in the library cabinets. There 
are folding beds that look like piano- 
las in the daytime, and there are gas 
stoves that are pushed back into a slot 
in the wall. There are dress-suit 
caverns big enough to hold a New- 
foundland dog and there are dis- 
appearing couches that shoot into the 
partition when you touch a button, 
and in which the head of the house 


blithely crawls when the installment 
man comes ‘round. 

Also the average bungalow kitchen 
has more 
nooks, crannies and 


shelves, bins, receptacles, 
pigeonholes than 
a school of cor- 
res p ondence. 
The architect 
makes the or- 
dinary kitchen 
cabinet of the 
furniture trade 
look like a tin 
whistle. There 
are cubby holes 
in which you 
can store 
things away so 
securely that 
you can never 
find them again without taking the 
house apart with a monkey wrench. 
Usually the contractor finds out 
where will be the hottest part of the 
house, and there he puts in what he

calls the cooler. This takes the place 
of the refrigerator for five months of 
the year, and resembles a combina- 
tion of fly trap, dumb waiter and fire- 


less cooker. Here the housewife will 
carelessly arrange her canned 
peaches, garden seeds, butter, po- 


ker chips, cold ham, curling irons, 
sunbonnet, salad eggs and blueing. 
The cooler looks like a skeleton stock 
of wire shelves, and is open at top 
and bottom to furnish ventilation and 
transportation for the flies and ants 
that are often the only living inhabi- 
tants. 

The bungalow is usually a low-cut, 
dark-complexioned affair fre- 
quently has a couple of dinky gables 
in the front roof that resemble the 
lids over a pair of glass eyes. As 
a distinctive type in architecture the 
bungalow is a_ success, but with its 
low, beame@ ceilings it seems not cal- 
culated for all men. In fact, many 
people who live in them complain of 
being short. Bungalows should be 
able to well withstand the elements. 
Besides their favorable build they

generally have both a roof and a 
;mortgage on them. A norther may

In the 
olden days you could see the mark on 
the wall paper where Mabel and her 
sweetheart rested their heads above 
the sofa, but the bungalow with its 
Oregoa pine panels reveals no roman- 
tic sa sets. The furnishings are in- 
deed simple. With a frying pan and 
a pound of bacom almost any young 
couple can begin housekeeping in a 
bungalow. The Victrola and the 
stork will come later. 

That Californians like the bunga- 
low is made certain by the fact that 
there are over 60,000 of them in Los 
Angeles alone and they are still’ be- 
ing turned out and finished at the 
rate of more than twenty a day. 
There is even the ready-made bunga- 
low that is sawed out at the factory 
like a picture puzzle. Any man with 
fifty years’ experience as a carpenter 
and plumber can put one of these to- 
gether in a week with no other tools 
than a hammer and a corkscrew. 

The new arrival in California finds 
it distressingly easy to acquire a 
bungalow. There are several pleas- 
ant and persistent gentlemen who are 
ripe to accommodate. Let the caller 
make a noise like a _ certified check 
and he -will presently find himself 
gently pushed into the doorway of a 
riendly bungalow where he will ob- 
serve his favorite slippers nestling by 
the fireplace. The rest is easy. The 
payments are spread in terms to suit 
over a period of sixty-nine years and 
the purchaser promptly becomes a 
resident, and eligible to vote at any 
or all of our numerous elections.

Interesting Scenes en Route. 


Our train made but few stops. The west- 
ern part of the Argentine Republic is thinly 
settled and the villages are far apart. The 
crowds we saw at the stations were like 
those of our western frontier, and many of 
the people looked as thourch they had just 
come from the immigrant ships. I saw 
Spaniards and Italians by the score, and 
mixed with them were the gauchos or Ar- 
gentine cowlhoys. The people were clad 
mostly In cottons. The men had on caps 
and jackets and full trousers upheld by 
belts or strings at the waist. The legs 
were tied in at the ankles. Some of the 
men of the better class had on leggins or 
boots. The women wore bright-colored cal- 
ico dresses, with skirts which reached only 
to the tops of their shoes. Their heads 
were bare or covered with shawls. They re- 
sembled the peasants of Southeastern 
Europe. About the stations horses were 
tied and we could see men galloping across 
the fields and over the roads. 

Between the stations we saw little but 
these great fields fenced with wire and 
spotted with great droves of stock. At 
times we rode for miles without seeing the 
dwellings of the great land owners. The 
most of the farm buildings are mud buts not 
more than twenty feet square, and so low 
that you could stand on the ground beside 
them and reach to their roofs. Some of the 
huts are roofed with galvanized iron and 
others with thatch. There are also iron 
buildings among the newer homes of the 
farmers. None of the poorer huts have gar- 
dens or flowers about them. They are the 
homes of the Italian colonists, who have 
come here to make money. Some of them 
have large tracts, but they live little better 
than hogs. In most cases two or three 
rooms make up the whole house. 


Passing out of the alfalfa country, we en- 
tered a region of pastures interspersed with 
fields of Indian corn. Some of the fields 
were almost boundless, and the green 
stretched out from each side of the track 
like a mighty sea. The pastures have grass 


, land and the sky impressés you with the 
‘immensity of the country. The sky hangs 
low. It is a hot blue, with fleecy white 
clouds floating about here and there. As 
you ride across the republic you see nothing 
but this low sky and the grass and the 
crops, which extend out to it at the horizon. 
Everything is impressive in its bigness. 
The fields are in tracts of hundreds of acres 
and the corn rows seem to run from the rail- 
road track clear to the sky. The corn is 
as luxuriant as that of Illinois or Missouri, 
and the yield is such that this country is 
now exporting more corn than any other 
land of the world. 

And then the great pasture lands. There 
are thousands of acres of pasture to every 
acre of corn, and the grass extends on and 
on in all directions. At times I rode for an 
hour seeing nothing but grass, grass, grasa, 
with the vast flocks and herds feeding upon 
it, and then we would pass some huts of the 
farmers, such as I have described, and per- 
haps on the skyline see a windmill of gal- 
vanized iron. The windmill ig visible in 
most parts of the pampas. It is used for 
watering the stock, and in some places is so 
much in evidence that you can tel! the cur- 
vature of the earth by the graduated heights 
of the mills rising over the land. These 
mills are mostly American, and not a few 
of them come from Chicago. They have a 
saucy look as they stahd so prominently out 
on the pampas, making one think of a little 
girl's head, the wheel forming the face and 
the rudder the little tail of tightly-bound 
hair that sticks out bebind. 


Vast Wheat Fields. 


After riding for hours through these pas- 
tures we entered a region of wheat fields 
interspersed with corn and grass. Here the 
immensity was just as apparent. The fields 
have thousands of acres, and you can often 
look on and on to the horizon over nothing 
but ripe yellow grain. Here and there 
were great piles of yellow straw spotting 
the landscape, and in many places stacks of 
wheat awaiting the thrasher. I saw many 
American thrashers at work. They stood 
beside stacks which were often several hun- 
dred feet long, and which looked like 
mighty windrows of light yellow. The 
grain is bagged as it comes from the thrash- 
ing machine, and at the stations there were 
long teams of oxen bringing the bags to the 
train. In some places there were ware 
houses of galvanized iron for storing the 
grain, and in others the warehouses had 
been filled and mountains of bags built up

I asked, unable for the life of me 
to see how The Gentlewoman would relate 
these things to each other. 

“The elimination of carding and spinning 
from the home is directly underneath the 
textile combine, which has as its comple- 
ment the textile workers’ unions. The mod- 
eling of one union after another is but a 
short step to take in the course of a few 
years. Certainly a good deal ofthe unrest 
of women is a matter of social evolution, 
but not all of it. There are thousands and 
tens of thousands of women in the city of 
Los Angeles today who are restless and 
idle and of no account in the universe ex- 
cept to consume oxygen and nitrogen, who 
have not reached the point in their evolu- 
tion reached by our grandmothers. They 
won't reach that point in a long time, 
either. Social evolution does not vitally 
touch them. They have been made useless 
and of no account largely because of the 
way modern society is organized. They 
have not had the opportunity of becoming 
trained, and the simple things they might 
learn to do well without special training, 
and which would have occupied them for 
usefulness a generation ago, are no longer 
necessary. By this change such women are 
made a hindrance to social evolution, not a 
help.

Underly- 
ing the social efforts of most of them is a 
deep stratum of personal vanity, which 
stirs them to act for personal aggrandize- 
ment. For the women we have been dis- 
cussing, [t seems to me it would be a good 
thing if the organization of society with ref- 
erence to the industries did not give them 
so much idleness.

“But what do you advocate’? If women 
have nothing to do, it's men's fault. The 
fact is that the industries have been taken 
out of the home. And they will never be put 
back. When they can, by monopolizing the 
manufacture of the article, make us pay, do 
you suppose that they are going to let us 
have the making of the article and the price, 
ever again?” | asked, anxious to continue 
the discussion along these lines. 

“Well, you can make your own coat. 
Stuce, as you say, however, it is a fact that 
the industries“flave been taken out of the 
home, and women forced into industry, 
wherever it is organized and carried on, 
the prices of commodities raised to three 
times their intrinsic value, and women not 
yet trained to the use of their newly- 
acquired leisure, which is the result of the 
changed order of things, why it seems to me 
inevitable that we must pass through a long 
period of very painful economic and social 
adjustment. There is no solution to the 
problem of idieness and uselessness among 
women of the well-to-do middle class who 
are not home-keepers and mothers, except 
one which they will not receive hospitably 
at this time. They must realize the futility 
of their leisure as they use it now, before 
they can be made to regard a solution of 
the problem. In fact, they must be con- 
vinced that it is a problem, of great conse- 
quence to society, which they are creating; 
before they look at it squarely at all.” 

“Then the problem and the solution 
are 

“Just this,” said The Gentlewoman, lay- 
ing aside the embroidery which she had fin- 
ished. “No class of individuals can go on 
consuming without producing, indefinitely. 
Women of the class we have been discuss- 
ing are in the same class with the middie 
man and the jobber in the business world. 
They live at the expense of the producer. 
Already we see the doom of the middleman 
and the jobber written in the terms of na- 
tional marketing commissions and consum- 
ers’ leagues. Long ago in the South the 
cotton planters began a system of market- 
ing their own crops, selling directly from 
the gin to the spinner. This cut out the 
middieman to a large extent. The method 
is spreading to the operation of other indus- 
tries. Women in the industries, and we 
must admit that not many are in industry ex- 
cept from pure necessity, have demonstrated 
to the men of the world that if a woman tis 
perfectly capable of supporting herself, it is 
an ethical and commendable thing for her 
to do. The increased efficiency of women 
will drive the inefficient men from the pro- 
fessional and industrial fields. Equality 
will be established first in the industries, 
since it was here that the first combats for 
equality occurred. Absolute equality in the 
professions and industries established, po- 
litical equality must of course follow. By 
that time we shall see that the ethical 
standards governing the relations of men 
and women have undergone a complete 
change. It will not be considered ethical 
for a woman, equally equipped to earn her 
own living with her husband, a field open 
to her which offers her equa! opportunity 
for achievement with him, to sit down and 
let him support her unless she is rearing 
children and making a home. It will not 
‘be considered any more ethical than it is 
today for a young man to force his parents 
to support him after they have fitted him 
to earn his own living. The answer is that 
women who are not mothers and home- 
makers, to retain the respect of their hus 
bands and their friends, will have to be self- 
supporting, in the future, even though they 
are married. I agree with Ellen Key that 
women have a perfect right to refuse 
motherhood. More of them ought to refuse 
it than do. But I also agree with her that 
a woman refusing her primal work in the 
world cannot sit down and do nothing if she 
has any conscience or sense of equity and 
justice. Women must maintain integrity 
in their relations with their men if they 
would establish equality. In the old days 
by virtue of the fact that she maintained 
the comfort of the home by her labor, 
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within her hands to fo 
her equality.

CHANGES IN BREEDS. 


OULTRY shows indicate the trend of 

the poultry industry; they show in what 

direction the interest in pure-blooded 
stock is tending. Twenty years ago the 
Asiatic class (Cochins, Brahmas, etc.) was 
iu the ascendancy; today these breeds are 
a negligible quantity alike in the show-room 
and the breeding yards, their places being 
occupied by the Orpingtons and other heavy 
breeds. Why is this’ Partly because fash- 
ions in web and feathers change; partly on 
account of economic values; and partly be 
cause other breeds and varieties are ex- 
ploited and developed by their more enter- 
prising champions. It is a trite saying that 
all breeds are good in the hands of good 
breeders; but in spite of the axiom, some 
breeds and varieties are always dominant, 
though not always during the same periods. 


An Educational Poultry Fixture. 


The late Los Angeles poultry show, which 
only closed on January 12, was no exception 
to this unwritten law. in it the American 
class, the Rocks, Wyandottes, and Rhode 
Island Reds, were predominant, with the 
last mentioned in the lead. As a close sec-/ 
ond came -the Mediterraneans—the Leg- 
horns, Minorcas, Andalusians, Anconas, 
White-faced Black Spanish, etc. Then in 
numerical! strength were the English breeds 
the Orpingtons, Sussex and Cornish, the 
latter being a transfer from the Oriental, ; 
made in the edition of the Standard about 
to be published. Following these, but in 
greatly reduced nufnbers, came the Dutch, 
French, Belgium and other breeds. The 
entries in bantams were rather full, covering 
all the standard breeds and a number of the 
novelties. Turkeys were a fine entry, cov- 


ognized In the Fancy. Belgian hares and 
rabbits were a good showing, larger in num- 
ber of specimens and also in varieties ex- 
hibited than has taken place for a number | 
of years. Pigeons were exhibited in goodly 
numbers in a room independent of the poul- 
try show the quality being good and the 
number of varieties extensive and rather 
complete. 

The American Class. 


In the classes predominating there were 
indeed some splendid birds. The Rhode Is- 
land Reds are certainly gaining in quality 
and breeding more even to type and color of 
plumage. In our shows they have taken 
first place during the past two years, dis- 
tancing the ever popular Barred and White 
Rocks, as wei as the Wyandottes—a fact 
which cannot wholly be attributed to intel- 
ligent exploitation alone, for they possess 
rare qualities alike for hen fruit as well as 
carcass. On the whole it is quite within, 
the bounds of historical fact to say that 
there has been but little advance in either 
the Barred, White and Buff Rocks during 
the past few years. In type and surface 
and under color of plumage, in head and leg 
points, they are no better than those bred, 
say, ten years ago. In practical values the 
same criticism applies, though there is a 
tendency here and there among California 
breeders to develop strains o better layers 
in the varieties. The one variety that has 
shown marked advance is the Partridge 


Rock, fine specimens of which have been a | 
feature of the Los Angeles fixture for the 
past few years. In Wyandottes much the 
same is observable. Some ten years ago 
the Whites were the predominant variety in 
the show; today the entries of all Wyan- 
dottes are much reduced. 


The Asiatics. 


Outside of the Langshans, of which there 
were some good specimens, the showing of 
Cochins and Brahmas was indeed a neg- 
ligible quantity. Not only were they few in 
number, but of only average quality. 

The Mediterraneans. 


In the Mediterranean class, however, 
there is matter for congratulation. And 
though the exhibit of Brown Leghorns was 
small, in quality it has never been equaled 
in California. Nor is that all, for all these 
birds we bred right here in Southern Call- 
fornia. In color of plumage and type, in head 
points, and true Leghorn body, these birds 
are fit to compete in any company where 
the sun shines and the stars twinkle. The, 
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same praise is due the winners among ere Soe 


S. C. White Leghorns, a breed that can al- 
most be said to be native of California since 
it is popular all over the State. In type, 
pure white plumage, good combs, fine yellow 
beaks and clean yellow legs, the blue ribbon 
specimens ably defended the best traditions 
of this beautiful and useful variety of the 
breed. 


The Black Minorcas maintain their own in 
the industry as well as the show room. The 
honor birds were up in quality, and though 
showing no superiority over those exhibited 
in the near past, they were nevertheless 
“up” in many of the good points of a stand- 
ard variety. There was also a good showing 
of the Whites and Buffs—the latter a com-; 
paratively new variety. The former eg 
pared favorably with the Blacks, but the lat- 
ter impressed us as being rather undersize, 
though good in color and type. 

The Biue Andalusians presented a study 
between the English and American types, 
the former calling for strong cing or fringe 
to body feathers, which is muc:. less so in 
the American type. The English bird is also 
somewhat smaller and seemingly more 
alert. Needless to add, the winning birds | 
were of the American type, though the im- 
ported birds received much favorable com- 
ment. 

The White Faced Black Spanish were in- 
deed “down to the minute,” and are from 
the Southern California strain that has been 
winning its spurs in New York and Boston 
for lo these many years. _ 

The Anconas were an even iot, with one 
here and there rather dark in plumage, 
somewhat resembling a Black Leghorn. 


The English Class. 


In the English class there were two pro- 
nounced features, viz., the fine display of 
Sussex fowl, showing the four varieties, and 
for the first time in Los Angeles, one ex- 
hibit of Blue Orpingtons.

Those who are 
handling the breed claim that the progeny

In body and | 
station the breed is not without a resem- 
blance to the Orpington, and though rated as 
a meat breed, the hens are fair layers of a 
good sized tinted shelled egg. We predict 
a future for the breed in this State, as it not 
only possesses economic values but also a 
beauty of form and color that is more or less 
alluring. The Cornish attracted attention 
from the fact that the breed furnished the 
best bird in the show, whose owner enjoys 
the proud distinction of breeding the bird 
that won The Times Illustrated Weekly chal- 
lenge cup. The exhibit was not large, but 
the birds gave visitors an idea of their fine 
table qualities, being close feathered and 
blocky, thus supplying a good carcass with | 
a superabundance of white breast meat.

jets corresponding to the beats of the heart, 
while the bleeding from veins is an even 
flow, or oozing. 

Controlling this arterial spurting is a mat- 
ter of simple mechanics—shutting off the 
blood stream at some point between the in- 
jury and the heart, like closing a water main 
to stop a leaking hydrant. This mdy be 
done either by making pressure at the point 
of injury, or immediately above it, always at 
some point between the wound and the 
heart, since the blood is coming from that 
direction. 

Take the case of a cut in the hand 
by a piece of glase—a very common injury 
to children. There will be an oozing of 
dark blood from the veins and capillaries 
which are always severed in every injury, 
but there may be also a little fountain of 
bright red blood, showing that an artery is 
severed. In any event, the hand should be 
held in an upright position, preferably while 
the injured person is lying down, as both 
these conditions. reduce the blood-pressure 
in the injured member. At the same time 
firm pressure shovld be made into the 
wound itself, with a wad of absorbent cot- 
ton if possible; but if cotton is not avail- 
able, a clean handkerchief will do. 

Absorbent cotton is ideal, because it is 
practically free from germs, and it also pre- 
vents germs from entering from the outside 
without checking the inevitable oozing or 
preventing the entrance of air. It may be 
held in place firmly with the fingers, or 
with a tight bandage, strip of cloth, or hand- 
kerchief. And if the hand is held in an up- 
right position the arterial bieeding will 
cease in a few moments tn most cases, al- 
though the capillary oozing may continue 
for a little longer. Except in cases of se 
vere injury this method will keep the bieed- 
ing under contro! until skilled help arrives. 

If the wound is filled with dirt it should 
be held under a stream of cold water for a 
moment so as to remove the coarse parti 
cles, as cold water also helps to check the 
bleeding. But thorough cleansing can be 
postponed until after the severe bleeding is 
checked. 

These directions for checking arterial 
hemorrhage from wounds of the hands ap 
ply also to wounds in the feet and other 
parts of the body, and are effective for all 
ordinary injuries. Where large arteries 
have been severed, however, pressure in the 
wound itself may not control the hemor- 
rhage. In such cases, pressure must be 


made and maintained at some point between 
the injury and the heart.

But recently a specially-prepared biood- 
charcoal has been placed upon the market 
which seems to possess greater absorbent 
powers than the older preparation, and is 
therefore more effective. 

In some experiments carried out by 
Prof. Lichtwitz of Gottingen it was found 
that small doses of this blood<charcoal re- 
duced hyperacidity to a normal condition, 
and was very beneficial in bacterial affec- 
tions of the intestines. The substance is 
harmiess even in large doses, and may be 
given without hesitation to invalids. 

Prof. Lichtwitz found also that biood- 
charcoal and ordinary charcoal are valu- 
able in curbing the gnawing pains of hun- 
ger in those who are obliged to diet. If 
given before meals they reduce the ap- 
petite relieve the distress of under- 
feeding. Persons suffering from ordinary 
gastric disorders, therefore, should not take 
the charcoal until after eating, unless there 
is a tendency to over-eat. 

* 
The Treatment of Flatulence. 


Since even very small amounts of charcoal 
will absorb quite large quantities of gas, 
particularly the gases of putrefaction, prep- 
arations of charcoal in one form or another 
have long been popular in the treatment of 
flatulence. In such cases the success of 
the treatment will depend largely upon the 
cause of the condition. for gases are 
only absorbed by dry charcoal, and it is 
impossible for charcoal to reach the intesti- 
nal canal except in a moist condition. 

Most of the intestinal gases, however, are 
caused by the putrescent matter which is 
the result of bacterial action. But since 
these substances are absorbed by char- 
coal even when in a moist state, the bene- 
ficial effect of its action is explained by 
the absorption of the substances that 
make the gases rather than the absorption 
of the gases themselves. 

Bismuth is also a useful substance in 
flatulence. And, like charcoal, it is also 
an absorbent. Purely as an absorbent, 


however, it is inferior to charcoal; but it 
is more soothing to the mucoug membranes, 
and makes a good addition to the charcoal 
prescription.
